Among the most able of the young 
men who came to Missouri from the

waa Abiel Leonard, a young lawyer 
whose birthday

Leonard, at the time of his arrival 
in Missouri, was a youth of 22, green 
and homely, according to a descrip­ 
tion of him attributed to Peyton 
R 
Hayden, one of his earliest friends in 
this State, but possessed of a 
com­ 
manding earnestness, which, with his 
innate ability and education, enabled 
him to rise to a position of leader­ 
ship at the bar of central Missouri 
to serve with distinction in the leg 
ialature, and, finally, to attain 
the 
Supreme Bench of 
Missouri, 
where 
he did notable work as long as his 
health permitted. 
In his long prac­ 
tice, he established a reputation foi 
profound understanding of the 
law 
and mastery of its logic. 
The 
late 
Judge Bay, in his “Bench and Bar", 
quotes a prominent lawyer as saying 
of Leonard: 
“I never knew one who 
could give a better reason for his as­ 
sertions. 
While 1 have known other 
to excel him as orators, I have known 
none who could excel him in th j argu 
ment of a law question, or in the dis­ 
cussion of conclusions 
from 
fact’ 
submited to a jury". 
Abiel Leonard was born at Wind­ 
sor, Vermont, May 16, 1797, the
